Nursing: 

The  District  Nurse  is  supplied  by  the  County  Nursing 
Association  through  the  Aldeburgh  Nursing  Association,  a 
voluntary  Society  uncontrolled  by  the  Aldeburgh  Corporation. 
Nurse  Scrutton  a fully  trained  Nurse  and  Midwife  acted  in 
this  capacity  from  July  1st,  1940  to  the  end  of  1943  when 
she  retired  to  the  rogret  of  all. 

During  1944  for  the  first  quarter  Nurse  Rainbird,  who 
nsr  Only  a qualified  Midwife  was  the  District  Nurse  for  Aldeburgh 
and  also  for  Snape. 

During  April  Nurse  Scrutton  filled  the  gap.  From  May  4th 
to  July  9th  Nurse  Connal,  and  since  then  to  the  present  date 
Nurse  Grant,  both  of  whom  arc  fully  trained  Nurses  as  well  as 
Midwives. 

Nurse  Grant  is  doing  the  work  for  Aldeburgh  and  Friston. 
She  has  a Car  and  lives  at  79,  High  Street. 

Last  year  I had  to  correct  my  Nursing  figures  with  an 
Erata,  so  I am  repeating  them  with  the  now  figures,  but  the 
figures  for  1944  are  for  nine  months  only.

Maternity  Yfork; 

The  New  Cottage  Hospital  being  an  E.M.S.  is  still  closed  for 
confinements  and  so  mothers  preferring  hospital  accommodation  go  to 
Ipswich  or  Eye, 

The  District  Nurse  attended  twenty-five  confinements,  twenty 
with  a Doctor  and  five  times  as  a Midwife  when  a Doctor  had  to  be 
called  in  once.

Four  samples  were  sent  up  for  examination,  two  Chemical, 
two  Bacteriological,  and  reports  wore  consistently  good. 


Rainfall : 

The  year  may  be  divided  into  two  very  definite  parts.  The 
abnormally  dry  period  From  January  to  the  middle  of  August  and 
the  wet  period  from  then  until  the  end  of  November.  Last  year 
was  a dry  year  but  the  dry  period  of  the  first  half  of  this  was 
dryer  still.  The  fall  in  October  and  November  made  up  for  this 
deficiency  so  that  the  year’s  total  is  only  an  inch  below  the 
average  for  six  years. 

Monthly  Return  appears  on  the  last  page  of  my  Report. 
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Temperature : 


The  Mean  Annual  Temperature  was  49,6  degrees  F.,  the  average 
for  the  last  four  years  - and  I sco  from  the  Ipswich  figures  the 
average  for  the  last  forty  years. 

May  was  the  most  remarkable  month,  due  to  the  minimum  of 
28o  on  the  eighth  and  a maximum  of  77o  on  the  29th. 

Another  remarkable  feature  was  August  warmth;  the  mean 
temperature  of  65,4.5  degrees  being  the  highest  since  1932..  August 
19th  and  23rd  were  the  hottest  days.  Dec.  26th  and  27th  the  coldest 
days .
